\Iberia, wheat grower, captur¬ 
ed the championship for hard 
spring wheat in ten bushel 
lots here today as results in 
five more grain classes at the 
World’s Grain Exhibition were 
announced. 

Fred Paschetag, Goodfarc, 
Alberta, won first place in the 
white oats, medium or late. 

L. M. Vogler, Hope, Indiana 
won the class for corn requir¬ 
ing more than 130 days to 
mature. 

Mattock Bros, of Rayleigh, 
B. C., captured first in the 
six rowed Barley, Manchurian 
type. 

C. Sorenson, Scandia, Alberta 
was first in the division for 
Alfalfa or Lucerne seed of any 
variety. 

(Scandia is located on the 
Bow Slope, eastern C.P.R. irrig 
ation project, across the Bow 
River from Vauxhall.) 

Trelle took his victory in a 
class of 164 entries including 
Frelan Wilford of Stavely, 
Alta, who yesterday was crown 
Del wheat king. Alberta and Sas 
katchewan each took 12 ol the 
awards and Manitoba one, with 
Wilford placing thirteenth.

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HOW CAN IT BENEFIT US 

Wheat has advanced in price 
many workers have gone hack 
to work, some of the wrinkles 
have l>een taken out of the 
stock market, but what is the 
benefit to Western Canada? 

What good is $1 per bushel 
for wheaat when we have no 
wheat to sell? It raises prices 
on commodities of all sorts, 
and from present appearances 
our wheat crop will be so light 
that it will only partly pay ex¬ 
penses, and because of the rise 
in wheat prices those things 
we have to buy will cost consul 
erably more. Then too, when 
prices slump, commodity prices 
will still stay up, and the pinch 
will be tha t much harder. 

Again, winter feed is going 
to be short. Wild hay is practic 
ally nil all over Western Can¬ 
ada. Pastures are brown and 
bare now, and when stock 
should be fat and in excellent 
condition for the winter, they 
are only average, and a winter 
of short rations in the offing. 
We are not prophecying. We 
are merely judging from pres¬ 
ent appearances, and the late¬ 
ness of the season. 

Our economic Conferences 
have been held, and results vag 
ue and undetermined, or so far 
off that they will be of no av¬ 
ail this year. Our public debt 
i s being increased daily by ad¬ 
ding to Government boards, 
commissions, etc., to remedy 
the evil, and conditions go on 
unchanged. And now, after a 
great deal of waiting, of dis¬ 
appointment when wheat was 
for sale in quantities without 
a buyer, and the shortage is 
becoming more acute, with less 
and less chance of aa crop, the 
price advances, and everyone is 
faced with an expensive propos 
ition that none can afford, viz., 
either sacrificing livestock i f 
all kinds on an already weak 
and poor market, or taking a 
chance on an open winter and 
trying to carry stock through 
on half rations or less. 

It appeaars that we stii! 
have lessons to learn. With 
light crops for the past two 
or three years, a graadually 
diminishing supply of straw 
in the stack, then comes this 
year without any hay crop, 
with a very light and dsap- 
pointi ng grain crop, no money, 
and still more debts. 

We admit, the picture is not 
a cheerful one. It is likely it 
is not the kind anyone desires 
to look at. But can we deny 
that it is not at least partially 
the truth. We must have a 
change somewhere. There must 
be a remodelling of the control 
and distribution of wealth. Can 
ada today sits with tliousands 


of unemployed, millions of ac¬ 
res of wheat fields drying up, 
in the shrivelling stalks of 
grain. Thousands of head of 
cattle with poor prospects 
feed for the coming winter, 
and a discouraging outtlook for 
next spring when planting 
time comes. Is it any wonder 
that a spirit of unrest and al¬ 
most of revolution is in the 
hearts of men. 

We are ac 1 ) vised to l>e radical, 
sane and cool, and at the same 
time stand by and watch our 
expenses of government contin¬ 
ually mounting, government of¬ 
fices being added to continua¬ 
lly, taxes consolidated but not 
getting any smaller, machinery 
bills unpaid, and interest grow¬ 
ing, and land payments going 
by the boards. So long as the 
credit of the nation is good our 
legislators will get their money, 
the unemployed will be fed 
and cared for, and the burden 
added to the shoulders of the 
people who are trying to pay 
their taxes, Dominion, Provinc¬ 
ial and local, who are getting 
farther and farther behind 
each year. But let the people 
say to Governments from the 
greatest to the least to come 
and take their holdings, say to 
the machine companies to come 
and get their machinery, and 
say to mortgage companies to 
come and get their land, and 
everyone go on relief, then how 
long would the credit of the 
Dominion or Province be good, 
and who would l>e looked to to 
pay the bills. It would seem 
that the time was at hand to 
cut government overhead to 
the core, to try and do some¬ 
thing tangible to lighten the 
burden on the shoulders of the 
ones who are trying, and to 
give the unemloyed a chance to 
do something t 0 pay for their 
keep, instead of getting orders 
on the municipalities, cites, etc. 

In the face of such condit¬ 
ions, with a 20 p.c average 
crop or less, to see prices sky¬ 
rocketing, with the prospects 
of those who seed next year 
paying $1.25 or so per bushel 
for the seed they plant, be¬ 
cause some market manipulator 
wants to make g little extra 
“s .vog’ make* it look as though 
demacracy were a joke, and rep 
resentatives legislation a hoax. 

Surely it is time for a 
change, and people will have 
a change even though it seem 
radical ard foolish. What will 
it be?

A FAMILIAR FIGURE 
RETURNS 

Prices are going up Employ¬ 
ment is going up. Wages are 
going up. Sentiment igjunmistak 
ably uppish. In fact, it would 
seem everything is cn the good 
old American up and-up. But 
how about common sense 

Ask the tipster, lie should 
know. The trend of his profits 
depends on the fluctuations of 
public common sense. 

Americans thought they were 
learning a big lesson in the 
last months of 1929. In the 
next two year s they felt sure 
they were. Certainly exj erien 
ce, that most forceful of teach 
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ers, did not spare the economic 
rod when attempting to un. puil 
the children of speculation. 
But how well the idea that 
“you can’t get. aomctM \< 
nothing,” wps dige ' 1 n 
to bo seen. 

As the first bars of the ovc * 
in re to a new prosperity sound, 
Postmaster General Fnrle.v 
finds it advisable to sound also 
a warning that the recent 
rise in the stock market “has 
resulted in the reappearance of 
the so-called ‘tipster sheet’ and 
the revival of market services 
desigiud only to epa* ar • ,* o»>v 
from their money.” 

And that is not the only 
danger which, through the tip¬ 
ster, faces ft people attempting 
to put its economic bouse in or¬ 
der and its prof it ward impul¬ 
ses under control. The Post¬ 
master-General cont nues: 

The whole practice tends on¬ 
ly to encourage speculation and 
to undermine the efforts of the 
Administration to bring about 
a normal and healthy jndust- 
ral recovery. 

Not only for personal reas¬ 
ons, then should the person 
with money to invest shun Ml 
but the most reliable and disin¬ 
terested advice regarding his 
operations in the securities 
market. If recovery is to be 
sound, it must be accomplished 
with a minimum of speculation. 

The Postmaster-General may 
warn. But he cannot equip the 
public with the common sense 
necessary to heed his warning. 
That job falls on the individ¬ 
uals who make up the public 
Man ; persons hajve sufficient 
experience and perspicacity to 
distinguish between the mere 
tipster and the honest invest¬ 
ment service. And those who 
have not, still can claim a suf¬ 
ficient measure of common 
sense to eschew temptntiai a 
which take the form of unreas¬ 
onable promise of wealth. 

Even where one feels inadeq 
uately equipped with what is 
commonly regarded a s financ¬ 
ial common sense there still 
stands conscience—a most re¬ 
liable guide in all bus ness deal¬ 
ing. The times have shown 
quite clearly that national 
wealth is dependent upon some 
thing more solid than individ¬ 
ual riches. President Roosevelt 
sounded this note Monday even¬ 
ing over two national radio 
chains, lie said: 

It is time for each and ev¬ 
ery one of us to cast away 
self-destroy i ng, nation-destroy¬ 
ing efforts to get something 
for nothing and to appreciate 
that satisfying rewards and 
safe rewards come only thru 
honest work. That must be 
the new spirit of the American 
future. 

The new prosperity for 
which Americans are working 
today will not be bought 
margin. It will be earned thr¬ 
ough the constant application 
of the rightness of thinking to 
daily business. In this the des¬ 
ire for quick and unearned 
profits—of which the tipster is 
only one manifestation—-have 
no ' place.—Christian Science 
Monitor.

“Advertisers who are includ¬ 
ing ; percentage for advertis¬ 
ing on every unit of their pro¬ 
ducts sold arc not always treat¬ 
ing the local dealer fairly by 
taking appropriations that 
should be spent directly for his 
benefit and putting it into a cam 
paign in some larger, more gen¬ 
eral field. Local dealers are 
missing a bet not to insist upon 
getting the full value of their 
advertising quotas. In the 
majority of cases they can get 
it ii they work in cooperation 
with their (local Yuhvspaper.

THE UNPROFITABLE 
BOARDER IN THE 
POULTRY FLOCK 

(Exerimental Farms Note) 

The unprofitable boarder in 
the poultry flock is a liability 
that should be wiped out at 
the earliest possible moment 
and, though the trap-nest is the 
most reliable indication of a 
poor producer, there are cert¬ 
ain visible characters that read¬ 
ily distinguish the poor layer 
at this season of the year. 

Providing the condition has 
not been brought alxiut by in¬ 
judicious feeding, a depluming 
mite, or a nutritional deficiency 
in the ration, a bird that goes 
into an early moult is generally 
an unprofitable bird. The per¬ 
sistently broody hen and the 
bird that is hard to “break up” 
is using feed that should be 
going to a good growing pullet 
that should take her place in 
the flock. If she is overlooked 
she may become a menace and 
transmit the undesirable broody 
factor to her offspring. The 
The bird with the hard, heavy 
abdomen and thick,, hard fat 
covering the pubic bones at the 
sides of the vent, excessive yel¬ 
low pigmentation in legs and 
beak, and with dry, scaly combs 
is ft poor producer if these 
charaters are in evidence at 
this season of the year when a 
good lien should be bleached 
out te Icj and beak, carry r 
full, waxy, bright red comb, c 
bright r.levt eye, soft pliable 
skin over the abdomen, i 
large moist vent, and goo' 
spread between the pubic or 
“lay” lxmes. At this season 
the novice will seldom err i 
the flock is handled and care 
fully culled by these element 
\ry and simple characters. 

To ensure a more reliab 1 
selection, a closer study should 
be made of other outward and 
visible characters possess: 
by both high and low producers 
in addition to those mentioned 
and, if a definite record of 
both producion and egg size is 
desired, the trap-nest is essent¬ 
ial.

Better times are ah¬ 
ead and those cities who have 
been letting opportunities pass 
should wake up and display 
more energy in making their 
advantages known to the out¬ 
side world. 

“In the better t : mes ahead 
no industry or investor will l>e 
seking to locate or invest in 
an electric-lighted graveyard. 
;They want to locate in a city 
whose beacon light can be seen 
afar—a city that is alive, 
knows it, and tells the world 
about it. 

“A city must use the same 
methods in securing new capit¬

COLLEGE TRAINED 
FARMERS 

A survey has been made by 
19 agricultural colleges scatt 
ed throughout the United Stat¬ 
es to determine to what extent 
they are accomplishing their 
primary purpose to educate the 
young men who will use their 
knowledge in the scientific "cul¬ 
tivation of the soil. 

Of the graduates of those 
schools only 27.8 per cent, have 
returned to the farm as manag¬ 
ers, owners, tenants or skilled 
labor. Fifty per cent of Kan¬ 
sas graduate s return to the soil 
but only eight out of every 100 
of the Florida graduates direct¬ 
ly employ their knowledge in 
farming. Leaving out the high¬ 
est and lowest percentages, the 
average for the other states 
seems to l>e about 33 p.c. 

Twenty-four per cent of all 
graduates take up teaching as 
their life work, others devote 
themselves to research or exten
